After Three Weeks Debate 
^ Measure Goes Throus:L 

Good Prospect for Passage of 
Bill Changing Time of Presi- 
dential Inangnration. 



W«*hln«U)n, D. C., May 14.— The 
wtanlnMnutlan Tailroexl bill, <doi>ted 
after tbrae weekr' dtscuaelon, hae 
been tbe moat Impoitant legtalatlve 
event of tbe week, or perbape of tihe 
^ aeeedon. There ie much dUouselon in: 
poUtlral and ieglslatire groupa wUh 
reference to the effect of tbe bill. 
The recular ReipubUoane inelst that 
lit reeneots Che prueent larw la r/tgard 
to the' long and abort haul. Tbe Demo 
crate eee In it much pragree In tbe 
right dttrection. The Inaurgnete are 
evidently disappointed with tbe bill 
m paseed. It la, however, evident 
fiutu the bill that, tihe burden Is 
ahifted from the ehlpiier to the rail- 
road In the ma' ter of long and short 
haul retee. Uoder the terms of tbe 
bill ae paesed, tbe railroad will have 
to aatlefy the Irteixtato Commerce 
Commtasloa that the raitea are equita- 
ble and not unduly dhcrlmlniaitor}'. 
Under the present law, this burden 
hae been upon the tihlpper, who hr:i 
had to oppose the >k>ng and abort 
haul ratea upon the grourd of 
their uirreafonableneaa The Intair- 
geuta ai« aatkefled with this ftature 
of the bill and are claiming a victory 
^ aa far as tt goes. Tbe long ar»d abort 
haul feature of the bill was Intro- 
duced by Senator Dixon of Mca ana 
and bis amendaient made It unlaw- 
ful for any common carrier to charge 
^ more for a short haul than for a 
long haul when tbe short haul Is 
Included within the long haul. There 
was, however, a clause to the effect 
that by application to the In'ertitate 
CVimmeroe Oommlsidon, the conxmcn 
oarrler might In some oases be 
authorised by the Commerce Com- 
mlBslon to charge Ises for a longer 
Chan for a shorter «Mfitamce. The 
*passag)e of this amendmemt empha- 
aiaes vrheit has long been evider.'t 
with refoience to all lagfcs atlo^i, that 
tttitlie dlreot and poaliUve progrets can 
be mede and that all enactmeni's In 
closely ooniteatied. bills .are the rerai t 
of a eartes of comprcmlseB and that 
very seldom radical or important 
changes are enaoted.

There Is now a good pmoiepeot that
